also 
approves the proposed 
gasoline tax 
but he has expressed doubt as to the 
ad viability < f submitting an increase 
in au-t .mobile license fees by the ini­ 
tiative,

should fix the license fees. 
Submission of 
two 
taxation 
in­ 
creases on one 
ballot 
might result 
disastrously for the 
road program, 
the Governor said. 
The 1925 Legis­ 
lature will have ample time, he said, 
to pass a measure increasing the li­ 
cense fees for that year, before they 
fall due on February 1. 
Experts of the Highway 
Commis­ 
sion have pointed out that with the 
revenues in sight, road maintenance 
can be kept up, and sinking fund re­

demonstrated by W. H. Kinnard, two 
Four years ago he came here from 
Gerrard County, Ky., long known as 
an excellent tobacco section. 
“I came here because I was sure 
that 1 could find land that would pro 
duce better tobacco and more of it, 
land that at the same time could 
be 
bought a 
good 
deal 
more cheaply 
than in Kentucky”, Kinnard told re 
cent visitors. 
“The best tobacco land 
in Gerrard County can probably be 
bought for $250 to $400 an acre, land 
that is well improved. 
In this part 
of Southeast Missouri 
just as good 
tobacco land can be had for $150, and 
it will produce at least a third more 
of good white bur ley tobacco. 
That 
has been 
my 
experience on 
this 
farm ”. 
Kinnard’s sales last year made 
a 
gross total of $3257 for the 
14,875 
pounds raided on eleven acres. 
He 
says the same amount of land where 
he came from would have produced 
about 10,000 
pounds. 
More money 
should have been received 
for 
the 
crop, but the car in which he shipped 
it to Kentucky wras four weeks 
on 
the road. 
In the meantime the price 
dropped, nipping not less than $1000 
off the value 
of the shipment, 
he 
figures. 
Kinnard 
is 
farming 
eighty-five 
acres of hi« 160-acre place, the rest 
l>ein.g 
in 
woodland 
pasture. 
This 
spring he expects to sow twenty-four 
acres in clover and eventually get the 
land back into corn and (tobacco. He 
is a great believer 
in 
clover as 
a 
means of keeping up the fertility of 
his farm. 
“I figure that 1 am not less than 
$75 an acre to the good by turning 
under clover for my tobacco, and the 
land is put in be-titer shape besides”, 
he Said. 
“On this Missouri soil no 
fertilizer is needed for tobacco, while 
it cost $3 to $5 an acre where I lived 
in Kentucky. 
This year I expect to 
double my acreage and will increase 
it still more if I can get the neces­ 
sary help.

The Meaning of

Am erican women are known th e world ov­ 
er for their Ares», 
Nowhere else have wom­ 
en been ho quick to realize the im portance o f 
clothes, and. as a consequence, nowhere else 
•have so many women been well-dressed. 
With the Am erican man, the case has been 
different. 
Franklin, in Revolutionary 
days, 
appeared before the c<mrts of Europe clad in 
homespun. 
And until recent tim es the Am er­ 
ican man generally has 
not 
usually 
given 
much attention to appearance. The sa m e man 
so proud of the appearance of his 
wife and 
daugher, who insists th a t they be well-dress­ 
ed, has often him self been negligent. 
If his 
wife or daughter should 
make a public ap- 
fs-aranee badly dressed, he would regard it as 
casting discredit upon himself, but he has sel­ 
dom given much thought to his own clothes, 
or considered th at clothes m ight Ik* taken as 
an index to his social standing. 
During recent years, however, there 
has 
been a decided change. 
As the nation has 
ceased to be a pioneering country, men have 
had more leisure ami have realized the 
im- 
portance of proper dress. 
Not th a t clothes 
make the man, but they do give the first 
im­ 
pression of a man. 
A well-dressed man gives 
an im pression of carefulness, of prosperity, 
and above «11 of a well-ordered existence. 
He 
has an air about him 
of being 
dependable, 
while a person badly clothed is justly suspect­ 
ed of being careless in other things also.

Four years ago he came here from 
G errard County, Ky„ long known as 
an excellent tobacco section. 
“ I cam e here because I was sure 
th a t I could find land that would pro­ 
duce better tobacco and more of it, 
land th a t at the same tim e could 
b« 
bought a 
good 
deal 
more cheaply 
than in Kentucky”, Kinnard told re ­ 
cent visitors. 
“The best tobacco land 
in G errard County can probably be 
bought for $250 to $400 an acre, land 
th at is well improved. 
In this part 
of Southeast Missouri 
just as good 
tobacco land can be had for $150, and 
it will produce at least a third more 
of good white hurley tobacco. 
That 
has been 
my 
experience on 
this 
farm ”. 
K innard’s sale*s last year made 
a 
gross total of $3257 for ithe 
14,875 
pounds raided on eleven acres. 
He 
says the same amount of land where 
he cam e from would have produced 
about 10,000 
pounds. 
More money 
should have been received 
for 
the 
crop, but the car in which he shipped 
it to Kentucky was four weeks 
on 
the road. 
In the meantime the price 
dropped, nipping not less than $1000 
off the value 
of the shipm ent, 
he 
figures. 
Kinnard 
is 
farm ing 
eighty-five 
acres of his 160-acre place, the rest 
l>eirg 
in 
woodland 
pasture. 
This 
spring he expects to sow tw enty-four 
acres in clover and eventually get the 
land back into corn and tobacco. He 
is a great believer 
in 
clover as 
a 
means of keeping up the fertility of 
his farm . 
“ I figure th a t 1 am not less than 
$75 an acre to the good by turning 
under clover for my tobacco, and the 
land is put in better shape besides”, 
he said. 
“On this Missouri soil no 
fertilizer is needed for tobacco, while 
it cost $3 to $5 an acre* where I lived 
in Kentucky. 
This year I expect 
t<> 
double my acreage and will increase 
it still more if I can get the neces­ 
sary help. 
Kinnard is probably the only man 
in Scuitt C ounty 
th a t is raising to ­ 
bacco on a commercial scale, accord 
ing to County Agent A. J. Renner.— 
iBenton Democrat.
